A phobia iiad aiwa\s .-eemed as a fairly 
natural and routine thing, someihin.g ev- 
eryone had to live with in greater or les.-er 
degree. Hut Mr. Pooie presents it as a 
fear and that makes ;: a little more dif- 
ficult to live with. Some phobias seem to 
be fear but many of them had not pre- 
viously impressed us as a maner of fear. 
Obviously, it is harder to admit you have 
fears than to admit to phobias. 


Fear carries a connotation of weak- 


ness and who wants to admit to being a 
weak person? The next thing to come 
along was an explanation of how to get 
rid of phobias. This is the most disturbing 
thin" of ail as it will keep gnawing away 
at you until you can think of n o t h i n g 
else. 


"Scientific research on phobias." re- 


ports .Mr. Poole. "proves that almost all 
of them date from an intense fear-produc- 
ing experience, u s u a l l y in childhood.' 
Well, there you are. You have been going 
along all your life laughing at the child- 
hood experience business and now you are 
caught in it yourself. 


* 
But. you might argue. I am not caught 


in it because I have no phobias. The rea- 
son you say that is because you have not 
stopped to think of what a phobia is. Mr. 
Poole enlightens us on this subject as fol- 
lows: "Some people have such common- 
ly recognized 
phobias as 
claustrophobia, 


fear of being shut in: nyctophobia. fear 
of darkness: agoraphobia, fear of open 
spaces: acrophobia, fear of heights: phar- 
macophobia. fear of drugs: thantophobia. 
fear of death: and repilophobia. fear of 
snakes. Others have less common pho- 
bias such as fear of birds, picnic paper 
plates, balloons at parties, brown shoes, 
crew-cuts on men, and a swaying tree or a 
fountain pen." 


If thai doesn't cause you to reconsider 


your position, there must 
In- something 


wrong with >on. Obxioush. the phobia list 
is an endless one. If some reook- have a 
phobia of picnic paper plates, there must 
be somebody in this world with a phobia in 
regard to everything there is. And think 
of the conflicts that could come about in 
marriage with a clash of phobias. W h a t 
would happen if a claustrophobia woman 
married an agoraphobia man? No doubt the 
marriage w o u l d be a terrible failure. 
And yet. who of us c\er stopped to ask 
oi-r whcs. before they b e c a m e brides, 
what phobias they had? There is the mak- 
ing for a great campaign—phobia listings 
on every marriage license. 


* 
Now that you know (he great number 


of phobias yuii could have. >ett!e on two 
or three of them. Maybe certain colors up- 
set you. you don't like water, you can't 
stand noises or cracks in the ground t e i r i f y 
you. To rid yourself of this nagging pho- 
bia—and every phobia is a nagging one— 
you have to recall the experience which 
caused you to feel as you do. 


Did you ever notice how something like 


a phobia will nag while the pleasant things 
in life are here today and gone tomorrow? 
Nobody ever has a backache, he has a 
nagging backache. Adversity doesn't strike 
you: 
i( stalks your footsteps. But what 


about good health and good fortune? They 
are not really so persistent. 


At any rate, to cure your phobia, you 


have to recall that past experience that 


gave you the f e a r 
shown by the phobia. 
This 
means 
digging 


into your childhood to 


«^^——""••-—••"•• s e e if you w e r e 
once locked in a dark closet by a mean 
father, dropped f r o m a high cliff by a 
careless mother or put to bed with a snake 
by a sadistic old aunt. For days now, we 
have been trying to think of what in our 
youth caused us to fear high places. What 
unhappy experience did we have w i t h 
heights"0 The awful thing is that we have 
been unable to think of any such experi- 
ence. 


Now. 
we not only have acrophobia, 


which ought to be enough to bar anyone 
from polite s o c i e t y , but we dwell con- 
stantly on our past. We will never again 
be able to rest until we unlock the mental 
block to some dreadful childhood experi- 
ence.

The Freight Car Dilemma 


Here we are with a freight car shortage 


again. It seems that each year we have an 
increasing shortage. A sort of a remedial 
paralysis seems to exist. 


It is a serious matter. If N e b r a s k a 


grain dealers cannot move their product 
frequently and expeditiously. their business 
languishes and the farmer's price for his 
gram must remain depressed. 


We are no authority on freight cars. 


But we know- the testimony of the better 
informed at the hearings on the problem. 
It goes something like this. 


Nebraska is an extractive state. It 


ships out its raw material in greater quan- 
tities than it brings in finished products. 
That tends to empty the state of freight 
cars. 


The distributive areas, principally the 


East, need the cars. Moreover, they can 
pay the daily rental on cars from the mid- 


dle western granger railroads at a conveni- 
ent rate. So they do not invest in enough 
cars to handle their business. They rent 
ours, sometimes for as long as 10 years. 


We put up with that until harvest or a 


time of heavy grain shipment. Then we 
have a crisis and we make a loud com- 
plaint. There are always -hearings, always 
with the same evidence, and finally the 
Interstate Commerce Commission puts on 
the squeeze and for a temporary 
period 


we get some cars. But shortly the situation 
is back at the old imbalance. 


So h e r e we are again. It's spring. 


Grain must be moved to prepare for the 
new harvest. And we have our regular car 
crisis. We will have another in July when 
the new wheat starts coming in. No one 
reforms for very long and we continue as 
ever behind the eight ball. 


You figure out an effective answer.

But now we don't 
need sflch faith because fact has made it 
true. Today we need action. 


Today you can leave the priest and 


the parson clear out of it. forget the litur- 
gies and the traditions built up around the 
whole thing. But there is one thing for cer- 
tain we are all going to l i v e by the 
teaching or we are simply not going to 
live. Today there is no substitute social 
order. 


This, we are sure, vastly o u t r a n k s 


any meditation on the personal appearance 
of a historic figure.

WASHINGTON - The big- 


gest political shift since the 
reconstruction 
days 
follow- 


ing the civil war is now tak- 
ing place in the Senate. 


It is being brought about 


by the death of Sen. 01i n 
Johnston of South Carolina, 
the 
impending 
r e t i r e - 


ment of Sen. Dick Russell of 
Georgia, the liberal leanings 
of another Southern senator. 
Russell Long of Louisiana, 
and most of all by the lead- 
ership of a Texan 
in t h e 


White House. 


For a l m o s t a century 


Southerners held the balance 
of power in the Senate. They 
were able, charming, court- 
ly in the tradition of the Old 
South, and usually conserva- 
tive. Unlike big city senators 
who fly off to Xew Y o r k . 
Philadelphia, or Boston at 
the drop of a dinner invita- 
tion, they stuck to their of- 
fices, 
answered 
roll calls, 


and dominated their commit- 
tees. Once elected, they us- 
ually stayed elected. T h e y 
were difficult to defeat. 


In recent, years, thanks in 


large part to a Southern ex- 
senator now president of the 
United 
States, 
they 
also 


ruled the Democratic Policy 
Committee. Even today, with 
Lyndon Johnson out of t h e 
Senate and with the heart 
of the South voting Republi- 
can for the first time in 100 
years, they still have t h e 
balance of power on the pol- 
icy committee. 


But Dick Russell of Geor- 


gia, 
chief 
leader 
of t h e 


Southern bloc and master- 
mind of the 
Dixie-Republi- 


can coalition, has been ab- 
sent through illness most of 
the year. Probably he 
will 


never return actively to the 
Senate. 


Simultaneously. 
another 


Russell, the moderate gov- 
ernor from South Carolina, 
joins the Senate, replacing 
the late Olin Johnston. 


Donald Russell of S o u t h 


Carolina probably k n o w s 
Washington better than any 
other newcomer to the Sen- 
ate. For during the war he 
was called up from the Spar- 
tanburg law firm of Jimmy 
Byrnes to be an assistant to 
Byrnes as war mobilizer. 


After that, when Byrnes 


became Secretary of State, 
he drafted his young 1 a w 
partner to be an assistant 
secretary. 
There. 
Russell 


cleaned out some of the pro- 
Communists long before Joe 
McCarthy started 
on 
h i s 


witch-hunt. He launched a 
policy of bringing career dip- 
lomats 
home 
every 
f e w 


years so they wouldn't get 
out of touch with the USA, 
and having them speak be- 
fore service clubs so t h e 
cities of the USA would be in 
touch with foreign problems. 


Perhaps at no time in re- 


cent years had the State De- 
partment received such a 
healthy 
and 
constructive 


shakeup. 


Russell 
went 
h o m e 
to 


become president of the Uni- 
versity 
of South Carolina, 


then 
ran 
f o r 
governor 


against one of the most vig- 
orous segregationist in t h e 
state. 


Russell is no integration- 


ist. 
but he does believe that 


the 
law 
must be obeyed. 


During his campaign he in- 
vited everyone to his inaugu- 
ral breakfast, and several 
Negroes accepted the invita- 
tion.

The Role Of Leader A lonely One 


XEW YORK—The war in 


Viet Nam has brought home 
to the United States the ter- 
rible burdens and aggrava- 
tions that saddle a nation 
which inherits world leader- 
ship. Britain bled and some- 
times staggered for decades 
in the costly glory of that 
global role. Britannia ruled 
the seven seas and reaped 
riches from far corners of 
the world by virtue of its 
naval 
power. 
The 
United 


States 
is 
discovering 
that 


it has 
little choice but to 


keep its supremacy of the 
democratic world primarily 
through 
the economic 
and 


military power that sustain 
its leadership, and hold at 
bay the enemy forces con- 
trolled and directed by the 
communist powers seated in 
Moscow and Peking. 


The second 
truth slowly 


b e i n g discovered by the 
United States is that world 
leadership is a lonely glory, 
beset not only by the de- 
structive designs of malig- 
nant enemies but by the ten- 
dency of friendly nations to 
leave you in the lurch on 
the contention that you are 
big enough to take care of 
the world all by yourself. In 
that way, alliances that once 
bound together in commou 
front those n a t i o n s who 
faced 
the aggressive 
f o e 


wither and eventually f a l l 
apart. 
This touches off a 


worldwide 
reorientation 
of 


nations and peoples t h a t 
shape in the end an entire- 
ly new image of world pow- 
er.
